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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  December^  estLmated  at 
210^ 000  gallons,  was  the  highest  on  record  for  the  month,  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board  reports.  Output  was  8 percent  larger  than  the  previous  record  of  December 
1963,  and  vas  11  percent  greater  than  the  I958-62  average  for  tlie  month . Compared 
vith  November,  the  seasonal  decline  vas  only  3 percent,  compared  ^;ith  7 percent  at 
this  time  a year  earlier,  and  5 percent  on  the  average  in  the  1958-62  period. 
Temperatures  during  December  averaged  below  normal  in  a great  northern  and  central 
area  which  included  Michigan,  the  western  Great  Lalces  area,  the  middle  and  upjpc-.r 
Mississippi  Valley,  the  Great  Plains  as  far  south  as  north-central  Texas,  and  the 
northern  Rocky  Mountain  and  pacific  areas:  also  lesser  areas  comprising  portions  of 
several  soutlrre stern  states,  and  the  western  Gulf  Coast.  Tliey-  were-  nori:ial  or  above 
in  the  remaining  portions  of  the  coujitry.  Total  ice  cream  production  iir  IpCL 
exceeded  the  previous  record  output  of  I963  by  2 percent,  and  was  - 6 percent  more 

than  the  I958-62  average.  ■ 

Compared  with  December  1963^  increases  in  all  regions  varied  from  1 percent  in 
the  Pacific  to  I7  percent  in  the  South  Central.  Production  was  up  10  percent  in  the 
Forth  Atlantic  States  and  Ih  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic.  Output  was' 11  perce-it 
- arger  in  the  Vest  North  Central  Region  and  3 percent  mor^  in  both-  the  East  North 
Central  and  the  Mountain,  production  vas  up  6 percent  in  Ne\'  York,  17‘ percent  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  2 percent  in  Calif  oi-nia.  All  other  import  ant -producing  states' 
sho‘',.'ed  gains  except  Ohio,  Wisconsin,  Kansas,  Louisiana,  and  Washington. 

Compared  with  the  December  lX'8-62  average,  gains  in  all  regions  ranged  from  6 
percent  in  the  Mountain  to  1^4-  percent  in  both  the  North  and  the  South  Atlantic  Re- 
gions. Output  was  up  10  percent  in  the  East  North  Central  States  and  8 percent  in 
the  West  North  Central,  ill  11-percent  increase  was  shown  in  the  pacific  States. 
Gains  in  the  leading  states  were:  New  York,  lo  percent,  I-ennsylvania,  1/'  jjercent: 
California,,  I3  percent.  Decreases  were  shoxm  only  in  lovi-a,  Kansas,  Mai'yland,  and 
Louisiana.'
